The following Bill was read a second time in 
the Legislative Council on the 12th of August 
1854. 

A Bill. to amend the Law of Evidence im the 
Civil Courts of the Eust India Company in the 
Marras Presidency. 

Wuereas the law of evidence administered 
hy the Civil Courts of the 
Vresidency of Fort St. George 
in Madras, and the rules for the attendance and 
xamination of witnesses and the production of 
documents in Courts, require amendment, It is
